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- THE GREAT GAME OP DRAW. 

PARTICULARS OF TIIK !?ir>0,000 PLAY AT 
NKWUURGII, NEW YOUK. 



New York, Juno 14. — A special to 
Hit! Times from Newhurgh, N. Y., of 
.June 13th thus describes the great pok- 
er game in which Dr. Montreville M. 
Hedges and VVilliara M. Scott are ac- 
cused of having swindled Francis P. 
..Weed out of $i:>0,000 l>y means of 
stocked cards: This remarkable game, 
according to the papers of the case, 
was played one evening last .J une in Dr. 
Hedges' dental rooms, on the corner of 
Water anb Second streets, in this city. 
When the party was seated Dr. Hedges 
secured the deal, and delivered live cards 
to each player. The doctor dealt him- 
self a full hand. Scott obtained a four 
flush and Weed received three aces. 
Scott called for one card and secured a 
straight flush. Weed took two cards, 
one of which was an ace, making his 
hand four aces. Dr. Hedges' hand was 
what is known as a"pat,' and he play- 
ed it without drawing. Weed's first 
bet on his four aces was, it is .said, $1,- 
000, which his opponents both saw and 
raised him $1000 each. The play con- 
tinued with raises of $1000 until the 
betting on each hand had ceached $10,- 
000 or $1 "i,000, when Weed hesitated 
and said: "Look here, boys, how are you 
going to pay this thing if 1 get it?'' Scott 
and Hedges satistied him of their ab- 
ility to 'make good any losses they might 
sustain, and the (day continued till 
the snm of $100,000 was pending on 
each hand, the pot having swelled to 
the immense amount of §150,000. 

SCOTT It A ICRS IN TIIK POT. 

A call was then made, and Scott 
with his straight (lush raked the table, 
AVeed and Hedges being the leers. 
Whether Hedges made any apparent 
settlement or not, has not yet appeared, 
but Weed, it is said, compromised his 
debt of honor in a few clays after for 
$120,000. JLe paid Scott $20,000 in 
cash and gave him two notes for $. r >0,- 
000 each, with interest, one due in six 
and the other in nine months. Scott 
was going lo California and he placed 
the notes in the hands of .J. Jiostwiek, 
cashier of the .Stissing National bank 
of Pine Plains, Dutchess county, who 
agreed to collect them for 10 per cent, 
of their face. When the first note be- 
came due Mr. Weed, it is said, took it 
up by the payment of $51,500, the 
§1500 being for interest, and when the 
second matured he paid $35,000 on it, 
and gave a renewal for the balance 
with interest. Of the $S2,000 tliun 
paid, the cashier, who made the col 
lection, retained his 10 per cent., $8500, 
for his services. 



TIIK SECRET OL'T. 

The story of the poker game had up to 
this time been kept a profound secret 
by all concerned, but after the last pay- 
ment, Hugh "Moore, an intimate friend 
of Weed's became, in some unexplained 
way, cognizant of the facts. As a 
friend and confidant, he at once advised 
"Mr. Weed to appeal to the courts and 
recover his money, if possible, and his 
advice was followed. The victim of 
this extraordinary game of poker now 
claims that Hedges and Scott conspired 
to fleece him, and that they "stocked" 
the cards, giving him a hand on 
which ho would bet largely, but so ar- 
ranging it that one of them would have 
the winning hand. lie claims that the 
supposed loss of $150,000 by Dr. Hed- 
ges was all a sham and that he shared 
with Scott the money extracted from 
his victim. On the strength of Judge 
Gilbert's writ of attachment Hedges' 
liouse, II Fourth street, in this city, 
was attached by the Sheriff, who also 
attempted to attach some jewels and 
other property in the Quassick Nation- 
al Bank belonging to the dojtor, and 
went to the bank yesterday morning 
for that purpose but Mrs. Hedges was 
there before him, and, it is thought, 
succeeded in removing most of the se- 
curities, supposed to amount to about 
$20,000 and jewels, before the box was 
attached. 

IIEllQKS ARRESTED. 

.Judge Barnard, sittingat Ponghkcepsiej 
granted a bench warrant for the arrest of 
Dr. Hedges yesterday, on the supposition 
that he had gone to Michigan, and of 
Scott, who is in California, for the aRog- 
ed crime of cheating at cards. The doc- 
tor returned to Newburg last night, how- 
ever, and was arrested here. He is now 
in the custody of Sheriff Odell. Scott is 
at death's door with consumption, but a 
requisition is to be asked from Governor 
Cornell on the governor of California to 
bring him back to this state. Mr. liost- 
wick of the Stissing National Bank find- 
ing that the poker game was going into 
court, paid over the $8500, which he hud 
received as eonimission for collecting the 
-two notes, Uedges'housc, which has been 
attached, is valued at S2500, so that Mr. 
Weed has i .thus far received §11,000 of 
the $120,000 which he agreed lo pay aa a 
compromise on his debt. 



CHINA. 

Anothpx case of looting a ship- 
wrecked vessel has occurred in the 
Ilaetan Straits, C'llina. The British 
ship Garstang, bound from Melbourne 
to Amoy, /went ashore recently and 
was looted (robbed) by a crowd of 
Chinese, who surrounded the craft in 
junks. 

The Emperor's father — the Seventh 
Prince, as he is called, anil who is at 
the head of the foreign-drilled military 
in Peking — has issued an order calling 
upon all the soldiers under him to 
abandon opium smoking within six 
months.

A Great Public Meeting. 

SPEECHES BY THE CANDIDATES. 

Philharmonic 1 fall was densely crowded 
last evening, a meeting having been con- 
vened by Messrs. Shakespeare. Baker, 
Boyd, Booth and Fell, candidates for the 
commons. 

Mr. Fell moved Mr. Carey to the chair, 
and invited local as well as Dominion 
candidates to come on the stand. 

Messrs. Pooley, Duck and II. Nuttall 
responded to the invitation. 

The chairman, who said each speaker 
was entitled to '20 minutes, called on 
. Mayor Shakespeare to address the meet- 
ing first. 

The Mayor said he camo before them 
as a candidate for the commons. He had 
served the public in the council four 
years, and last year he was chosen Mayor. 
Upon the retirement of Sir John Mac- 
donald from the representation of this 
district he (Mr. Shakespeare) decided to 
.stand for the commons. He was a strong 
advocate of a reciprocity treaty with the 
Sandwich Islands, to which objections 
had been made on the ground that the 
articles that would be introduced under 
that treaty were the product of Chinese 
labor. lie failed to see the force of 
that argument. We paid a heavy cus- 
toms duty on .Sandwich Islands sugar 
already — that is, we paid duty on 
Chinese products which under a recipro- 
cal treaty would come in free. Tea was 
now admitted duty free, and that was an 
article of Chinese production. If elected 
ho would favor a reciprocity treaty with 
(ho Sandwich Islands. (Cheers.) He 
would advocate the admission of provin- 
cial fish and fish oils to the same priv- 
ileges as similar products went out of the 
eastern provinces. The present arrange- 
ment was a very great injury to the 
people and producers of this country, and 
it should have been brought to the notice 
of the Dominion parliament long ago by 
our representatives; Ho would not only 
demand eijual privileges, but he would 
demand compensation for the injury we 
had suffered. The Chinese question was 
a serious one. The Chinese were an un- 
mitigated evil. They came here not to 
settle or to build homes for themselves; 
they paid light taxes; they had no interest 
in tho country except to take everything 
they could lay their hands on out of it. 
There was a large increase of Chinese in 
our population; but trade was no better, 
houses were still empty, and real estate 
had not advanced. The Chinese were no 
benefit to any civilized community. But 
let. the same number of white men and 
women come to our shores and the results 
would be immediate!} seen. Our houses 
would be occupied, our factories filled 
with white operatives, and our children 
would not have to breathe the polluting 
breath of a Chinese nurse! (Cheers.) 
The tariff might be adjusted so as to 
make the Chinese contribute their fair 
share to the revenue. In the Sandwich 
Islands white immigrants were to be intro- 
duced 80 as overawe the Chinese. There 
were stitiicient Chinese in this country 
now to take it. (Cheers.) He blamed 
the contractors less than lie did the gov- 
ernments for (lie employment of Chinese. 
If elected hi' would bring this matter to 
the notice of the Dominion; and would 
insist upon measures to promote white 
immigration. If the Anti -Chinese Asso 
eiation had received tho support of tho 
people of the province there would have 
been a different tale to tell to-day. There 
was a change of sentiment, however, and 
he was sorry to say that one of I he 
candidates who sought tho city's suffrages 
tn-day was one of the strongest oppo- 
nents of that organization. [Voice — 
"Name. "J Mr. Fell. By the co-opera- 
tion of the Dominion and provincial gov- 
ernments assisted by the British govern- 
jnont white immigrants might be brought 
nut for 1*100 each.

H. M. S. Rocket returned to this port 
last evening with the Indian Commis- 
sioner on board, alter a three weeks' 
cruise among the coasl Indians. The 
Rocket visited Burrnrd, Jervis, Sechelt 
and Bute Inlets; thence proceeding to 
Alert Bay, Fort Rupert, and the various 
Indian settlements on the west coast of 
Vancouver Island. Considerable improve- 
ment was noted in many of tile Indian 
villages, and nearly all the Indians met 
with were elated with the prospects of the 
season. At Clayaquohl there was much 
excitement owing to a shooting affray 
which had taken place a feu days ago", 
and in which a trader employed at one of 
Captain Warren's stations in Clayaquohl 
Sound iiad fired at and wounded (though 
not fatally) a Cluyftquoht Indian. Dr. 
Powell made all official inquiry into the 
mutter and subsequently summoned all 
the parties concerned in the affair to 
Victoria for trial by the proper authori- 
ties. Tho opportune arrival of tho Rocket 
so soon after the occurrence, and the 
prompt action taken, fully satisfied and 
pleased the 'Indians, and, in any event, 
will no doubt bo attended with good re- 
sults in maintaining law and order in this 
isolated locality. 11. M. S. Rocket visited 
Barclay Sound and Nitiuat after leaving 
Clayaquohl, and oxporiencod favorable 
winds and delightful weather during the 
entire trip.

To Light the City of Victoria 
with Electric Light. 

WHEREAS IT IS EXPEDIENT 
that the City of Victoria sliouM be 
lighted with tho Electric Light; 

And ivltereas the estimate <1 cost i f |mr- 
cluising and erecting mrichinery ami i>l.iut 
necessary for lighting tho City with such 
light is §15,000; 

And whereas it is expedient (hat the 
said sum of §15,000 shall he raised upon 
debentures payable in fifteen years and 
bearing interest at the 'rate of Six per 
cent, per annum; 

"Ami whereas it w ill require the sum of 
§1700 to be raised annually by special into 
for the payment of the said debt and in- 
terest, as ia hereinafter mentioned; 

And whereas the amount of the whole I 
rateable pin perty of the said Corporation i 
of the City of Victoria, according to the 
last revised assessment roll, being for the 
year 1831, was §2,liS)0,000, irrespective of I 
any future increase of the rateable pro- 
perty of the Municipality, and uf any in- 
come in the nature of tolls, interest, or I 
dividends from the work, ami also irro- | 
spective of any incomes from the tempor- 
ary investments of the sinking fund or 
any part thereof; 

And whereas for paying the interest | 
and creating an" equal yearly sinking fund j 
for paying the said principal sum of §15,- 
000 and interest, as hereinafter mention- 
ed, it will require an equal annual special 
late of one-tenth of one per cent, on the 
dollar, 

BlJ IT THEREFORK ENACTED by the 

Mayor and Council of the Corporation of 
the City of Victoria, 

1. That it shall be lawful for the Mayor 
nf the City to raise by way of loan from 
any person or persons, body or bodies 
Corporate, who may be willing to advance 
(lie same upon the credit of the deben- 
tures hereinafter mentioned a sum of 
money not exceedintr in the whole tho 
sum of §15,000, and cause the same to be 
paid into the hands of the Treasurer of 
the said Corporation for the purpo.se and 
with the object above recited. 

That it shall be lawful for the said 
Mayor to cause any number of debentures 
to be made for such sums of money as 
may be required not less than §100 each 
and that the said debentures shall be 
sealed with the seal of the said Corpora- 
tion of the City of Victoria and be signed 
by the said Mayor. 

3. That the said debentures shall bo 
made payable in fifteen years at farthest 
from the day hereinafter mentioned for 
this bylaw to take effect, at the oflico of 
the Treasurer of the Corporation of the 
said City of Victoria and shall have at- 
tached to them coupons for the payment 
of the interest. 

4. That the said debentures shall bear 
interest at the rate of six per cent, per 
annum from the date thereof, which in- 
terest shall be payable half-yearly at, the 
olticeof the Treasurer of the Municipality. 

5. That for the purpose of forming a 
sinking fund for the payment of the said 
debentures and interest at the rate afore- 
said to become due thereon, an equal 
special rate of one-tenth of one cent on 
the dollar shall, in addition to all other 
rates, be raised, levied and collected in 
each year upon all rateable property in 
the said Municipality during tho continu- 
ance of tho'said debentures orany of them. 

(i. It shall be lawful for the said 
Municipal Council from time to time 
after the expiration of li years from the 
date hereof to redeem all or any nf the 
said debentures upon giving !i months 
notice to tho holders t hereof which notice 
shall he published in the -British Columbia 
Gazette and one daily paper and aftei the 
expiration "f (he said three months all 
interest on (he said debentures shall 
cease and such debentures shall be so ex- 
pressed as lo entitle the said Council to 
redeem and purchase the same on paying 
the amount ( hereof and interest due 
thereon to the date of such purchase lo 
the holder or holders thoreof and all de- 
bentures so repurchased shall forthwith 
be cancelled and destroyed and no reissue 
of debentures shall be made in coliso- 
qtience of such repurchase. 

7. Thai this bylaw shall take elleei and 
come into operation upon the Kith dayof 
August, A I). 1882. 

8. That the Electric Light Bylaw, 1881, 
be and the same is hereby repealed.
